time allotted to Schollers, Apprentices, andother Seryants for their Recreation , be 
it Ordained by the Authority aforeſaid, That all Schollers, Apprentices, and other 
Servants ſhall have ſuch convenient reaſonable Recreation and Relaxation from their 
conſtant and ordinary Labours on every ſecond Tueſday in the Moneth thorowout 
the yeare, as formerly they have uſed to have on ſuch aforeſaid Feſtivals, commonly 


called Holy-dayes. And that Maſters of all Schollers, Apprentices, and Servants ſhall

rant unto them reſpe&ively ſuch time for their Recreations on the aforeſaid ſecond 
es in every Moneth, as they may conveniently ſpare from their extraordinary 
and neceſſary Services and Occaſions. Andit is further Ordained by the (aid Lords and 
Commons, that if any difference ſhall ariſe betweene any Maſter and Servant concerning 
the Liberty hereby granted, the next Juſtice of Peace ſhall have power to heare and de» 


termine the ſame.
